Section 103(a) 

Claims 1 and 3-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being obvious in light 
of Haning (US 6,174,884). Haning describes a general class of compounds that are 
inhibitors of PDEl, 2 and/or 5 that are useful in treating various disorders, including 
cerebrovascular disorders. No specific cerebrovascular disorders are described by
